After leaving the Service (I think he 
was A.D.C, on the Air Minister’s staff 
before he left it) he joined the staff of 
a daily newspaper, and became what he 
described as ‘the dogsbody of the Report- 
ing Room’’ before entering an engineering 
company and, later, politics. 


The Copper of Wicklow 


Reading the a of a travelling 
commentator in the Ireland of the 30's, 
I came across an interesting reference to 
copper mines in Wicklow. 

Near Redcross, he wrote, the road turned 
off to the copper mines of Cronebane and 
Ballymurtagh. (He travelled most of the 
way by coach, and gave a good deal of 
att ntion, apparently, to the mines. ) The 

‘noxious mineral vapours’? gave un- 
wholesomeness to the atmosphere and 
“proved destructive to the vegetable 
kingdom.” 

The diarist, a Scot, discovered that the 
chief line of ‘‘this metaliferous vein’ 
extended from ‘‘ the hill of Cronebane to 
that of Croughan,’’ or nearly ten miles 
long. The Cronebane mine, he wrote, was 
wrought by a chartered company : wi 
“much scientific art,” and the s ge of 
ore Íound there consisted of the most 
common of copper ores, a yrites. 

C opper w ater, or meta llic salt, also was 
found in these Wicklow mines— and,” 
he added, ‘‘it is accounted one of the 

trongest in Europe.” The attention of 
the traveller, it is suggested, would be 
repaid by an investigation ef the process 
by which this watér deposited almost pure 
copper ore. 

The ore was ““fused ” at Arklow, but 
afterwards further refined at Neath. The 
writer adds that it seems proper to remark 
that the nature of the country in general 
is such as to warrant the conclusion of. its 
containing metallic veins to a large extent, 
and that any Brecp eg company with 
considerable capital was only a-wanting to 
outer the actual riches canine in its 

wels,”'

She first came into 
conflict with the law in oar when, 
as a-New York dressmaker, she advised 
the unemployed to take bread if thev were 
not given work.

Dark Days 


War is a ruthless taskmaster. Those 
who devote themselves to the profession of 
arms must be ready at all times to be. 
thrown aside without mercy; all that 
counts in war is the result, and even the 
greatest general must suffer if fortune 
should cease to smile on him. A week 
ago the name of Marie Gustave Gamelin 
almost had become a legend. During the 
period of waiting for the war he had 
gained a great reputation for quiet 
efficiency. He had become identified in 
the public mind with the spirit of the 
French Army, as well as with the 
strength of France's defences; and not 
only: the French people, but: the whole 
| world felt convinced that when the testing 
time should come General Gamelin would 
prove himself to be in the line of the 
greatest French captains of war. Last 
evening it was announced officially that 
this fine soldier no longer is Commander- 
in-Chief of the Allied forces. He has 
been replaced by the veteran, General 
Weygand, who becomes “ Chief of the 
French General Staff, and Commander-in- 
Chief in all theatres of war. Nothing 
has been said regarding General Gamelin’s 
future. He may be given a subsidiary 
command; but manifestly he has been 
blamed for the ill-luck that has overtaken 
the French Armies during the last ten 
days, and is paying the penalty that all 
military leaders must pay when the tide 
of battle turns against them. The new 
Generalissimo is a remarkable “man. 
During the last war he was the 
fidus Achates of. Marshal Foch from the 
days of the Marne until the final scene in 
| the railway, siding at Compidgne. To a 
large extent he was overshadowed by the 
more striking personality of his master; 
but there were many who believed that his 
were the brains behind Foch’s most vital 
decisions—that he was to .Foch what 
Hoffmann was to Ludendorff. Almost 
| immediately after the Peace Conference 
General Weygand was given an oppor- 
tunity to develop his military genius in- 
dependently. When thé Poles. were being 
hard pressed during their war against the 
Russians, and the Red Army was almost 
at the gates of Warsaw, he was sent by 
the French Government to the aid of its 
Polish ally. Within an almost incredibly 
short space of time he not only re- 
organised Polish resistance, but drove the 
Russians back with a minimum of loss. 
This is the man to whom France and her 
Allies now have, turned in their hour of 
bitter trial. He is well over seventy

They seem to 
have established an individual superiority 
over the Germans; but, of. course, they 
are outnumbered at the moment, although 
Mr. Winston Churchill, in the course of 
his notable broadcast last evening, said 
that Germany’s heavy losses had done 
something to narrow the gap between the 
sizes of the two forces. Naturally, the 
Allies have been maialy on the defensive. 
The Frenck counter-attack has not been 
developed, yet; but the British Air Force 
has been engaged ‘in important attacking 
raids. Oil dépéts in Hamburg and Bremen 
have been bombed heavily, The German 
advance has been hampered by attacks 
on road end rail junctions during 
the night, and the new British bombers 
have been at least the equals, if not, 
indeed, the superiors, of their opponents. 
It is far too soon yet to make any pre- 
diction regarding the probable course of 
the campaign. Territorial gains and 
losses are inevitable in a war of move- 
ment, which this war has become, although 
it has been in progress for only ten days; 
and so long as the opposing armies are 
intact there can be no talk of victory or 
defeat. Napoleon reached Moscow before 
Waterloo, and even during the Jast war 
the Germans were within a stone’s throw 
of Paris when they were hurled back from 
the Marne. ‘‘I shall fight in front of 
Paris, in Paris, behind Paris,” declared 
old Georges Clemenceau when France was 
passing through her darkest days nearly 
twenty-five years ago. The spirit which 
he personified still is alive among French- 
men to-day. The armies of France will 
fight to the last man,

, Border Romance 

‘Doubtless we should feel flattered to 
find that a Rome paper, despite its pre- 
occupation with more weighty matters, 
has published a picture and a “ story ” to 
prove that romance and adventure still 
flourish in this remote western isle. The 
picture showed a small army of contra 
bandieri, or smugglers, making a gallant 
stand somewhere on the six county border 
against uniformed Ufficials di Dogana, or 
Customs officials, armed with rifles, while 
in the background were donkeys, mules 
and horses laden with smuggled goods. 
We can imagine that the picture made 
many a patriotic son of Italy sigh for the 
good old times in Sicily and elsewhere 
before Ji Duce put an end to the merry 
pranks of the banditti. How they must 
have envied their fellow-countrymen who 
are resident in a country where picturesque 
lawlessness still abounds; and the 
glamorous trade of the smuggler is plied 
with all the old heartiness, despite the 
crippling influence of a middle-class 
Government. If it were not for the 
necessity of keeping an eye on the 
Mediterranean just’ now, this summer 
might have seen many hundreds of visitors 
flocking to Ireland in the hope of meeting 
some of our leading contrabandiert, and 
congratulating them upon their gallant 
stand against the drabness of modern 
civilisation “' at the back of ‘the front.” 
If conditions were more favourable in the 
homeland of Dante, we should not be 
surprised to find that an Italian composer 
had based an opera on the border incident 
so strikingly illustrated. A very popular 
Manchester journalist who died in Dublin 
during ‘‘ the troubles’’ once expressed 
the view that this island should have foot- 
lights all round it.

The Opposition 


It is not yet clear who will lead the 
Opposition, but it seems to be generally 
assumed that it wiil be Sir Stafford Cripps, 
who is an able parliamentarian, and who 
may be chosen by the Labour Party for 
the a. It is fully appreciated in 
the House of Commons that a live Opposi- 
tion is a necessity, even if only on occa- 
sions, and it is hoped that one will be 
found for a session that is likely to be 
epoch-making. That Parliament will be 
active is demonstrated by the many 
developments in connection with the war 
during the past week, most of them now 
regarded as matters that should have been 
adjusted months ago. 


War Situation 


London during the week-end had only 
one thought—war, and, though it is 
unders that the situation is very 
serious, there is no disposition to feel cast 
down. It is agreed by the authorities that 
while the position is extremely grave, it 
is not dangerous, and that even the thrust 
in the French line may not be beyond 
repair. For some days now the outcome 
of the “ battle of the bulge ” will be 
uncertain, but up to last night the 
Germans had not been able to open the 
road to Paris or to divide the French and 
British Armies. It is said that the 
German penetration shows signs of slow- 
ing down, though this may be only fora 
time. All reports, however, appear to 
indicate that the French still are con- 
fining the Germans to the bulge, and are 
preparing for a counter-attack. 


Protective Measures 


All the Government offices in Whitehall 
were protected last night by machine-guns, 
barbed wire and sandbags, against possible 
fifth column sabotage. At the Admiralty, 
gun emplacements are being dug, and 
soldiers are on guard. While the men 
at work yesterday had their rifles, as 
well as their entrenching tools, and they 
kept the rifles near at hand. <A gun has 
been installed in the centre of Admiralty 
Arch, and there are guards on all roads 
leading from London, while at cross-roads 
machine-gun posts, with barbed. wire 
fencing, have been installed. Police boats 
will maintain a continuous patrol of the 
Thames from Teddington to Dartford, and 
more than one hundred patrol cars will 
be on the roads at night. In this con- 
nection considerable use will be made of 
the new local defence volunteers, and they 
will keep a watch in areas where aliens 
are known to live, and also on car light- 
ing. 


Britain 's Match Supplies 


About fifty per cent. of the matches 
used in Great Britain have been of foreign 
origin. It is inevitable that events in 
those countries which were sources of 
supply will cause restriction of stocks, 
but it is believed that thero will be no 
serious shortage. Fairly large stocks are 
held here already, and by the time they 
are exhausted further shipments may be 
available, In the meantime the factories 
in Britain are to increase production to 
the utmost limit. Sweden has been the 
main source of supply, while other 
countries engaged in the trade are 
Belgium, Finland, Latvia, Esthonia and 
Russia. . A few years ago Russia made 
special Yorts to capture the trade, and 
Soviet matches had a large sale throughout 
the country.

NO PANIC 


If past experience is any guide, the pro- 
cess will be conducted in accordance with the 
best traditions of the “House.” “There is 
not likely to be any heavy selling, and, so far, 
this has been prevented or discouraged by 
jobbers quoting wide prices and at a de- 
cidedly lower level. With no substantial in- 
crease in the market supply of stock (as sales 
by nervous holders appear to have been 
small), the accumulation gf funds pressing 
for employment will have more effect in im- 


parting firmness to markets, and before long | 


we may again hear of the difficulty of obtain- 
ing satisfactory investments. Certainly 
throughout last week there was no sign of 
panic, and the most unsatisfactory feature 
then was that a quick recove from the 
slump caused by the initial shock of the in- 
yasion of the Low Countries was almost wiped 
out with the receipt of unsettling news—the 
collapse of the Dutch army and the anti- 
British demonstrations in Italy. 


MINIMUM PRICES 


One point brought out by last week’s events 
js the advantage of minimum prices. Had 
these not been in existence, there might have 
heen such a severe slump as to have caused a 
panic, from the effects of which markets 
would not have recovered for a considerable 
tine. In the process too many people might 
have sacrificed their holdings at unwarranted 
prices, and thus suffered an actual loss of 
some importance. As it was, a few stocks 
were quoted for a time at the minimum level, 
which, in such cases, meant a temporary 
drying-up of business, but afterwards there 
was a recovery. 
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After crumbling on war-fear psychology 
and the collapse of wheat, the Stock Market 
stiffened in sympathy with wheat, which 
rallied substantially *ollowing reports that 
the Administration is considering a new loan 
programme, The opening was very active 
and weak, and with sentiment gloomy liqui- 

dation was resumed over a broad front. ee 
ever, the Steels and Aircrafta led a rally 
following the recovery in wheat.
